All he wanted me to do was to give him all 
the votes of Ormsby to their" candidate for 
Governor, Supreme Judge, State Treasurer, 
District Judge, Clerk of Supreme Court, 
and Secretary of State, and they would try 
and see if they couldn't split the delega- 
tion and give me a few votes for anything I 
wanted. 


Out of consideration for my feelings 


they wasn't going to ask me for any votes 
for Lieutenant Governor, being willing to 
get them from some other county. 


After he made this proposition £ fell over

Keeper Holmes' theories, The-animal is 
variously-called the Sardinian or the 
Coradoan moufflon, or thp muffle, and 
scientifically the oyis musimon. ]jt is a 
S^.6/:1P'. an<1 one of the^many * varieties of 
vnld-sheep. 


HOW THE^ANIilAL JJ?PEAES. 


The specimens in Central park stand a 


little>more than two feet high and are 
very gracefully formed. They have not 
the goatlike tuft under the chin 
sessed by some wild sheep. 


Tha moufflon is found in tho znoun* 


tains of Sardinia, Corsica, Southern 
Spain, European Turkey and in various 
fifediterranean islands. It closely resem- 
bles the Rocky, mountain wild.sheep..but 
is<prettier. 


The moufflon has wool and hair like 


any other sheep. The wool comes 'nest 
tp-the skin and the hair outside thewool. 
A# everybody should know the great 
difference between wild and domesti- 
cated sheep is that the former have more 
hair and less wool,, and tho latter less 
ton- and more wool. The wool is devel- 
oped and the hair decreases after domes- 
tication. 


The moufflon's wool isiof a yellowish 


wjJiito and his hair of a light chestnxit 
QOlor. It is gray on the muzzle, the ab- 


;men and the inner side of the thighs, 
oiid -white on the under side of the tall. 
The hair grows thinner in summer. 


Tho moufflon has a very bumpy fore- 


head just over the eyas. 
Its hoad is 


long and intelligent Joofcing. Its muzzle 
is compressed. 


The gentletaan^moumon.has immense, 


tjollo-w horns. 
They are triangular. 


They bend backward in a semicircle, 
and take another small twist before they 
come to points. The bases of the horns 
occupy almost the entire forehead above 
the bumpy part mentioned.
